physician was called. He became quieter 
during the night and this morning 
was sleeping quietly. The two watchers 
were in another room. They heard a gurg- 
ling noise in the Governor’s room and on en- 
tering found him lying on the 
door, blood spurting from his 
throat. He had cut Aa gash 

the left side of his throat about four 
inches long. The weapon was a common 
nocket-knife, which he still held in his right 
hand. He had folded up his coat and vest 
and placed them under his head. 

Messengers hurried out after a pysician. 

a few moments a half dozen 
foctors appeared but the Governor was in a 
dying condition and all their medical skill 
availed nothing. 

The unfortunate man expired in a short 
time surrounded by the doctors and a num 
ber of personal friends.

CHICAGO, II., Sept. 23.—Three boys, rang- 
ingin age between 18 and 15 years, were 
killed by a train at the stock yards this 
morning.

THE SECOND ENGINEER DROWNED. 
PANAMA, Sept. 23.—The stéamer California, 
Capt. Pitchall, bound from Liverpool to 
Colon, was totally wrecked on Sept. 10 on the 
north side of Orubia, one of the islands of the 
Dutch Antilles, near the coast of Venezuela. 
She was at the time en route from Curaco to 
Savonilla, United States of Colombia, The 
passengers and crew, with the exception of 
the second engineer, were saved. The mail 
was also rescued. 


A HEAD-END COLLISION. 
CEDAR Rats, Io., Sept. 23.—A head-end 
collision occurred on the Chicago& North- 
western Railroad near Beverly, three miles 
west of here, last evening, between the Pa- 
cific express and a stock train. A number of 
old veterans on the passenger train were 
badly bruised. 


A STEAMER STRUCK BY A CYCLONE. 
Loxpon, Sept. 28.— The steamer Lepante, 
Capt. Wise, at Antwerp from New York was 
struck by a cyclone on the 7th inst., and 
thrown on her beamends. Chief Officer Yath 
and a seaman named Redcliffe were washed 
overboard and drowned. 


THE FLOODS IN SPAIN. 

MADRID, Sept. 28.—The work of disinfecting 
Conseugra and cleaning the town of the 
wreckage, rubbish and filth left by the flood 
is now s0 advanced that there is no longer 
danger of an epidemic there. The inhabi- 
tants are now provided with abundance of 
food. The Mayor of Conseugra estimates the 
loss at £480,000. 


STEAMERS IN COLLISION. 
LIVERPOOL, Sept. 23.—The British steamer 
Saxon Prince, 530 tons, from Huelva, Spain, 
has been in collision with the steamer Myria, 
outward bound from this port. The Myria 
returned to the Mersey and the Saxon Prince 
afterward collided with and sunk the steamer 
Lugar. There was no loss of life.

The Timber Land in Northwestern Min- 
nesota Ablaze.

ABMYS OF FARMERS OUT TO FIGHT THE 
FLAMES. 


Carelessness Causing a Number of Fires 
Flowing Furrows—The Loss to Farm- 
ers Will Be High—Prairie Fires in North 
Dakota—Two Big Plants Destroyed— 
Fire Record. 


St. Pau, Minn., Sept. 23.—Heavy timber 
fires are raging on the Red Lake Reservation 
and near Milace and Esterbrooks. A Great 
Northern crew has been sent out on a special 
train to fight the flames. The country is 
sparsely settled, and the farmers were com- 
pletely at the mercy of the flames. Matters 
have been made worse by a cyclonic storm 
near Alexandria. Northwest of the town 
gigantic trees were broken like twigs and 
hurled into the lake and roads. Farmers 
through North Dakota have suspended 
thrashing operations and all are busy form- 
ing fire breaks to protect their property. 
In some instances,farmers have been 
careless in and trying to protect their own 
property have started fires which have done 
great damage to others. Most of the fires so 
far started have been from this cause. The 
railroads are also taking every precaution to 
prevent the spreading of fires. Furrows are 
plowed along the border to the rightof way 
and between these furrows and the track the 
grass is all burned. This serves the double 
purpose of protecting the bridges and cul- 
verts of the road and preventing the lighting 
of fires by sparks from the engine. 


FIGHTING THB FIRE. 

FMI Citr, Minn., Sept. 23.—Terrific fires 
are now raging in Northwestern Minnesota, 
over $150,000 worth of timber land having 
been destroyed. The loss to farmers will be 
high. Several homes am. farm buildings 
have been burned and the owners obliged to 
leave the devastated district. Two school 
houses were destroyed yesterday, the pupils 
barely escaping with their lives. The teach- 
ers bravely mustered their little bandsto 
places of safety. The loss will amount to 
$700an hour at the rate the flames are now 
raging, and it is useless to attempt to extin- 
guish them. The fireis approaching Pine 
City and 500 men are fighting it. 


DENSE SMOKE AND HEAT. 

HINCKLEY, Minn., Sept. 23.—Forest fires are 
raging all around here and the village would 
have been swept out of existence yester- 
day but for the heroic and untiring efforts of 
the fire company, which has been on duty 
continually for the last thirty-six hours. The 
dense smoke and heat drove many of the citi- 
zens from their homes on the outskirts. Fin- 
layson is reported as destroyed, and all the 
women and children of that place were sent 
down hereon the st. Paul & Duluth limited 
yesterday afternoon for protection. Sand- 
stone isinimminent danger. A great quan- 
tity of hay has been destroyed and a number 
of cattle belonging to lumbermen lost. 


PRAIRIE FIRES IN NORTH DAKOTA. 

OAKES, N. D., Sept. 23.—A disastrous prairie 
fire started just east of this place Monday. 
The damage to shocked and stacked wheat is 
very heavy. The area covered by the fire 
extends over thousands ofacres. The fire is 
still Durning. One man has been burned 
fatally.

TWO BIG PLANTS AT ELLSWORTH, WIS., DE- 
STROTED—BRADLEY IN ASHES. 

ELLSworTH, Wis., Sept. 23.—The plant of 
the Ellsworth Manufacturing Co., the Elis- 
worth basket factory and several other 
smaller buildings at this place were totally 
destroyed by fire. Loss, $72,000; insurance 
very light. The two concerns will rebuild at

THE WISCONSIN FOREST FIRES. 
TURTLE LAKE, Wis., Sept. 28.—The village 
of Comstock was almost destroyed yesterday 
by fires which spread from the burning 
forests in the neighborhood. The fires are 
still raging, and only a heavy rainfall can 
check them. 


ACRES ABLAZE. 

ASHLAND, Wis., Sept. 23.—Over one hundred 
acres are said to be burning near Cable, and 
the forest fires are again under way in this 
locality. The damage will be serious unless 
rain checks the forest fires. 

BRADLEY IN ASHES. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 23.—A special to 
the Journal from Bradley, S. D., says that the 
whole of the business portion of the city is in 
ashes. Nine stores, one church, one hotel 
and one residence burned. Loss, $40,000.

MOBS OF SOLDIERS 


Threaten to Sack and Burn the Chilian 

SANTIAGO, Chili, Sept. 23.—There isa spirit 
of mutiny among the Soldiers from the 
Northern provinces that bids fair to make 
serious trouble if they ats not sent to their 
homes and disbanded. ~What threatened to 
be a serious outbreak octurred yesterday. For 
a time the streets of Santlago swarmed with 
turbulent soldiers, who threatened to sack 
and burn the town if they were not better 
ted and permitted soon to leave for their 
homes in the North. 

The outlook for several hours was very 
threatening. Bands of mutinous volunteers 
paraded the streets, shouting and hooting, 
while the shopkeepers closed their windows 
and barricaded their doors, momentarily ex- 
pecting attacks for the purpose of plunder. 

CANTO"S COOLNESS. 

To what extent the disaffection would have 
spread it is impossible to say. Further 
trouble was happily averted, at least for the 
time being, by the clear judgment and cool 
bearing of the President ofthe Junta, Jorge 
Montt, and Col. Canto. Their firmness, 
coupled with promises tothe angry soldiers 
that their grievances would be attended to, 
served toallay the spirit of rebellion. The 
movement to return the discontented volun- 
teers to their homes will begin to-day. Three 
battalions are to be sent northward by 
steamer to Iquique and to other ports. 

To move these disaffected soldiers out of 
the city is the only means by which riots can 
be averted. The Ohilian is a brave and 
reckless soldier, but mow that the war is 
over the military discipline, always galling 
to him, will not serve tokeep these restless 
people within bounds. It has never been 
possible for the officers ot any Chilian army 
to prevent their men from plundering a 
fallen city, and if Santiagois not soon quit 
of them, scenes will be witnessed here that 
may go far to wither the laurels won at Vina 
del Mar. 


BALMACEDA’S LETTER. 

As statedin former dispatches from here 
Balmaceda wrote several letters to friends 
to be delivered to them after his death. Fol- 
lowing is the text of the one addressed to 
Senor Don Jose de Urriiuria, Minister of the 
Argentine Republic, at whose residence the 
dictator took his life:

Attached to this letter there was another 
brief postscript calling attention to the fact 
that other letters would be found addressed 
to his wife and to his mother, and requesting 
that they be delivered to them. These let- 
ters simply contain the unfortunate man’s 
farewell to his wife and his mother. 


CONTRADICTORY REPORTS. 


CABLEGRAMS TO LONDON CLAIM THAT BALMA- 
CEDA IS NOT DEAD. 

Lonpon, Sept. 23.—The reported suicide of 
Balmaceda, the ex-President of Chill, is not 
wholly credited here. There have been so 
many conflicting statements concerning the 
dictator’s escapes and attempted escapes 
that the last story will not be accepted as the 
truth until officially confirmed by the new gov- 
ernment. A cablegram from private sources 
in Santiago claims that the body found at the 
Argentine Legation was not. that of Balma- 
ceda, while the Chillan Minister to Great 
Britain has received a cable from Santiago, 
signed by Matta, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
saying he had been advised that Uribura, the 
Argentine Minister at Santigo, bad commit- 
ted suicide. 

CONFIRMED BY EGAN. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The State Depart- 
ment isin receipt ofadvices from Minister 
Egan in which the report that Balmaceda 
committed suicide is confirmed. 

Capt. ‘Schley, commanding the Baltimore 
now in Chilian waters, has cabled the Navy 
Department from Valparaiso as follows: 


Festivities to celebrate the anniversaryof Chillan 
independence in the restoration of peace have 
passed without political disturbance. Everything is 
quiet. Balmaceda committed suicide Sept. 19. 


THE ETATA LIBEL 8UIT. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 23.—Acting under 
instructions from Washington, District At- 
torney Cole has dismissed the second libel 
suit against the Etata. He states the case 
was one of emergency, and he deemed best to 
file the libel. He had questioned the Attor- 
ney General on the case and receiving no re- 
ply sent the marshal to San Diego to await 
further instructions there. He afterward re- 
ceived an order not to serve the papers, and 
did not do so,

IN A HOG WALLOW. 


The Body of Missing Martin Heines 
Found. 


MURDERED AND CUT TO PIECES BY HIS 
EMPLOYER. 2 


Detective Campbell Charged With Perjury 
in the Miller Murder Case—The Terrible 
Tramps—A Bank Wrecker on Trial~An 
Innocent Child EKilled—The Oriminal 
Calendar. 


SAN LUIS, Cal., Sept. 23.—A horrible murder 
has been unearthed which was committed at 
the eastern border of this county June 7 last. 
Martin Heines disappeared that day, leaving 
no trace. Within the last few days his 
blankets and clothes were found sunk in a 
well. Fragments of bones and flesh were 
found buried in a hog wallow mear a shanty 
of a pre-empter named John Silvia Gularte, 
for whom the man worked. The Coroner’s 
jury found that Heines was murdered by 
Gularte. The evidence tendsto show that 
Gularte had killed Heines by shooting him in 
the back, chopped him up and fed the pieces 
to his hogs. 


THE MILLER MURDER CASE. 


DETECTIVE JOHN O. CAMPBELL ARRESTED ON A 
CHARGE OF PERJURY. 

CAMDEN, N. J., Sept. 28.—The taking of tes- 
timony in the Miller murder case before 
Master in Chancery Vroom was brought to a 
sudden stop yesterday by the arrestof John 
O. Campbell, the alleged detective, on a 
charge of perjury, preferred by Miss Mary 
Collins. Campbell was committed to prison 
without bail. The chargeis based on the af- 
da vit of Campbell, in which he says that 
Miss Collins confessed to him that John Mu- 
ler, her brother-in-law, killed his wife. 
Francis Lingo, a negro, was convicted of the 
murder, and yesterday’s hearing de- 
fore Mr. Vroom was on an argu- 
ment for a new trial. Campbell was em- 
ployed by counsel for Lingo, and his affidavit 
alleges that he secured an acquaintance with 
the Miller household of which Miss Collins 
remained a member after her sister’s mur- 
der. He gained Miss Collins’ confidence, he 
says, and she told him of a quarrel be- 
tween her sister and Miller, which the hus- 
dand ended by killing his wife. Campbell 
alleges that the sister told him thatthe body 
was carried to the bus lot, where it was 
found. 0 


TWO BURGLARS CAPTURED. 

EAU CLAIRE, Wis., Sept. 23.—Three em- 
ployes of a dry goods firm, who sleep over the 
store, were awakened yesterday morning oy 
burglars. They rushed down stairs and fired 
at the men, mortally wounding one, who 
gave his name as Willlam Harriman. Last 
night the proprietor and one of the clerks, 
while looking through the clothing depart- 
ment, found the second burglar concealed 
under.a counter. A firce struggle ensued, but 
Matthews, the proprietor, finally felled the 
burglar by a blow on the temple with a cane, 
and he was pinioned and his revolver taken 
from him. When landed in jail the burglar 
gave his name as Frank Bender. 


A DOUBLE MURDERER HANGED. 

CANTON Crrr, Colo., Sept. 23.—William H. 
Davis was hanged here last night at 8:04 
o’clock for the killingof his mother, Mrs. 
Carrie Armsby, and James Arnold, a lodger 
at his mother’s house in Pueblo, Colo. Ar- 
nold was a white man and Davis claimed 
that he was intimate with his mother, who 
wasa mulatto. Davis called at his mother’s 
house one night armed with a shotgun. 
Arnold, who was inside, asked who was 
there, when Davis fired two shots, killing 
both Arnold and Mrs. Armsby. Davis 
claimed he did not intend to kill his mother. 


STABBED HIS WIFE. 
FaIRBURY, III., Sept. 28.—A cutting affray 
which may terminate in murder occurred in 
the Smith House at Poulead ata late hour 
Monday evening. The victim is Mrs. 
Anthony, and her husband is charged with 
having attempted her murder. The couple 
did not get along well together and a separa- 
tion resulted. Anthony followed her to 
Poulead from Gibson City, and gaining ac- 
cess to her room stabbed her several times 
with a large sized pocket Knife. Anthony is 
under arrest. 


AN INNOCENT CHILD KILLED.

THE TREATY OF 1817. 


Its Provisions Prevent a Naval Display 
an the Great Lakes. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 23.—The immense 
progress in ship- building industries on the 
great lakes has brought to the attention of 
the State Department a question of the diplo- 
macy that affects the industrial progress of 
this country and our relations with Great 
Britain. The Navy Department is restricted 
in the places for building new vessels almost 
entirely tothe Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 
The restriction comes from the treaty of 1817 
which provides that the United States and 
Great Britain shall have but four 
armed vessels each on the 
great lakes and tuts is construed 


to mean that neither country shall construct 
other vessels on the northern frontier, 
though the new vessels may be intended for 
use in other territory. It was this restriction 
that caused Secretary Tracy recently to re- 
ject the lowest bid for building the naval 
academy practice vessel. The ship yards of 
the builders, F. W. Wheeler & Co., are at 
Bay City, Mich. Circumstances have changed 
greatly in the great lakes since the treaty of 
1817 went into effect. Immense progress has 
been made in developing the resources of the 
lake country and in the building up of its 
mechanical industries. There is scarcely a 
city on the :akes where ship-building is not 
carried on successfully, and from Buffalo to 
Chicago and Duluth there are a dozen 
— where plants like that of this 

ay City firm either now exist or 
could soon be established, capable of con- 
structing nboats, torpedo boats or even 
cruisers. Besides, the great cities of the 
lakes—Milwaukee, Chicago, Detroit, Toledo, 
Cleveland and Buffalo—desire to have their 
place inthe proposed naval militia. Each 
city wishesto haveits own naval reserves, 
andto havethem trainedin theuseof the 
best guns and in modern naval tactics. But 
from any effort in this direction they are de- 
barred by the treaty of 1817. When Secretary 
Blaine returns to Washington he will find 
these important questions confronting him. 
By the terms of the treaty either party to the 
agreement may withdraw from its provis- 
ions by giving six months notice to the other.

OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 23.—A short time 
since word was received here that two ves- 
sels, commanded respectively by Daniel 


and Alexander McLean, natives of Cape 
Breton, Nova Scotia, had been shot at 
and the captains made 2 by 
Russians at Cooper Island, for sealing in 
Behring Sea. Friends of the two captive 
sailors, through their representatives in Par- 
liament, appealed to the Dominion Govern- 
ment to secure their release if possible.

MINERS MEETING. : 


Situation In the Coal Creek Region Get 
ting Desperate. 


THE MINERS HAVE GATLING GUNS IW 
PLACE AND PROMISE TO USE THEM. 


The Action of the Legislature Denounced 
as Cowardly and Oriminal—Militiamen 
Do Not Like to Be Called Convict 
Guards—The Profit on the Convicts— 
Gov. Buchanan Determined. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 23.—The situation 
around Briceville grows more threatening 
as the last day of grace under the agreement 
between Gov. Buchanan and the Miners’ 
Committee draws near. The miners are ex- 
asperated over the failure of the Legislature 
to give the relief expected by repealing the 
hated convict lease system, and their friends 
roundly denounce ft as cowardly and even 
criminal. They are determined not to sub- 
mit to what they consider legalized injustice, 
and will fight for existence. On the other 
hand, the coal companies maintain that the 
convicts cannot be withdrawn except at en- 
ormous financial loss, and they will not yield. 
They stand upon the law, and are determined 
to get the full benefit of all the law guaran- 
tees them. The citizens are as a whole in 
sympathy with the miners, and deprecate 
any display of military force, which, they 
contend, will precipitate a bloody conflict; 
and yet it is admitted by everybody 
that nothing but a military occupa- 
tion of the territory ig possible. There is 
no other way out. On the first hostile de- 


| monstration the companies and the convict 


lessees will invoke the power of the State and 
call for protection. It is believed here that 
Gov. Buchanan, although heartily in sym- 
pathy with the miners and thoroughly dis- 
gusted with the cowardly action or non 
action ofthe Legislature, will yet do his ut- 
most touphold the law and will not hesitate 
to use the troops for all they are worth. Itis 
said that he is forced to choose between law 
and justice, and that he will honor his oath 
and execute the law. On this point, 
however, the is a a4ifference of 
opinion. Good lawyers maintain that the 
authority conferred by the Legislature upon 
the Governor to use the troops as he saw 
fit is wholly without constitutional warrant 
It is maintained that every particular employ- 
ment of the militia must receive the specific 
authority of the Legislature and that as the 
authority recently conferred was general in 
its character it is therefore void. If this 
view obtains currency an injunction may tie 


up the Governor’s hands.

Previous to starting on the wed- 
ding tour, Mrs. Searles secured 
the founds about $100,000; the 
trip was for six months and 
included witness, his wife, a lady’s maid, 
Martha Epping and Rev. Dr. Clapp, his wife 
and daughter. Did not meet Dr. Slade or 
any Spiritualists on that trip.

THE TRANSACTION AT NICE. 

After the marriage, while in Europe, wit- 
ness’ wife had made over to him certain 
deeds at Nice. The suggestion of the 
copartnership came from Mr. Searles. Articles 
of copartnership were putin between Mary 
F. Searles, Edward F. Searles, Thomas F. 
Stillman and Thomas Hubbard, to manage 
all the property ofthe Searles and pay the 
income to the parties, Mr. and Mrs. Searles 
to receive 4 per cent each, and Stillman and 
Hubbard each 5 per cent of the income; if it 
did not amount to $650,000 to be brought 
up to that amount by the sale 
of securities. Mrs. Hopkins became ac- 
quainted with Stillman 4 Hubbard about a 
year before the marriage, and on Oct. 81, 
1887, Mr. Stillman was given power of attor- 
ney from Mr. Searles and Mrs. Hopkins. 
There was also a general wer of attorney 
from Mrs. Hopkins to St & Hubbard, 
Gated Nov. 8, 1887. 

This was the same date asthe marriage 
with a supplementary certification after the 
marriage. This was never revoked to the 
knowledge of witness. Witness knewof a 
transfer of stock standing in 
her name to the firm five 
days before her death ; witness 
saw the attorneys in New York five days be- 
tore and told them her condition was crit- 
ical; did not learn the transfer had been 
made until after death; could not say what 
the stocks were, or their value; nor did not 
know how and never knew what 
the assets of the co- partnership 
were; never heard the amount 
stated; witness’ share of the income from 
the firm was 45 per cent, but he drew both 
his and his wife’s income, and at her request 
used the money to pay the general house- 
hold expenses; witness deposited the money 
to his individual account and drew checks 
against it. 

Mr. Burley then called for the check books. 

Witness continued: Mrs. Searles had no 
individual bank account during the time they 
lived together; he could not give the average 
annual profits of the copartnership, but it 
was between $500,000 and $600,000.

A Dantszic Socialist Arrested for Praising 
the Sovereign of Bavaria. : 


GERMAN SUBJECTS MUST NOT TALE 
ABOUT THE KAISER’S BEARD. 


The Russian Government Preparing for a 
Crusade Against the Non-Orthodox 
Secte—Workmen on the Siberian Rail- 
way Revolt Against Bad Food—The 
Honduras Election—Foreign News. 


BERLIN, Sept. 28.—A Socialist at Dantzic 
has been arrested for saying that King Otto, 
the crazy sovereign of Bavaria, was the most 
useful monarch in Europe, because he spends 
his time peeling potatoes. This remark was 
considered a reflection on the Kaiser and all 
the other German sovereigns, not one of 
whom is coAspicuous for anything but good 
living. The police are more than ever severe 
in punishing any act or word of personal dis- 
respect forthe Kaiser, and in Berlin yester- 
day two men were warned by the 
police to stop taking about the 
Kaiser’s beard. Visitors have been 
forbidden to come within a certain dis- 
tance of royalty while out picknicking or 
boating in the vicinity of Potsdam. These 
orders have been issued in deference to the 
Empress, who claims to have been annoyed by 
inquisitive visitors watching her at lunch, 
and possibly commenting on her healthy ap- 
petite. In future no one dare look at royalty 
except when it chooses to be on exhibition. 

PRINCE ALFRED’S PREFERENCE. 

Prince Alfred, son of the Duke and Duchess 
of Edinburgh, the latter being a sister of the 
Czar, is doing active service for the first ti me 
as a lieutenant of the Ninety-fifth Foot, re- 
cruited from the Duchy of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha. The young man is only about 17 years 
ot age, and issaia to prefer his Anglo-Ger- 
man to his Russian connections. He was cor- 
dially greeted by the Kaiser after the re view 
at Cassel. 


RUSSIA’S ESTABLISHED CHURCH. 


THE AUTHORITIES PREPARING A CRUSADE 
AGAINST NON-ORTHODOX SECTS. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Sept. 23.—The authorities 
are preparing foracrusade against the non- 
orthodox sects, which have been gaining in 
numbers to sucha degree as to alarm the 
Holy Synod. It is proposed toadopt hard 
labor and banishment to the remotest parts 
of Siberia as a punishment for enticing 
orthodox Russians from the rites and ordli- 
nances of the established church. Dissent- 
ors are to be ineligible to any post or to any 
employment connected with village adminis- 
trations and are not to be allowed to employ 
as domestics anybody belonging to the ortho- 
dox faith. Communities of Stundists are to 
be subject to police supervision, and it is the 
duty of the police to see that no orthodox 
person joins in Stundist worship. Unlike the 
Jes, the Stundistsare not to be driven out of 
Russia. The Czar wants them and is trying 
to convert them. 

STRIKES AND RIOTS. 

Strikes and riots are reported on the 
Siberian railroad, the workman revolting on 
account of bad and inadequate food. The 
public sympathize with the workmen and de- 
mand that inspectors be appointed to protect 
the men fromthe rapacity of the contrac- 
tors. 


AFFECTS JEWS AND POLES. 

The Minister of the Interior has drafted a 
law providing for the deportativn to Tobolsk, 
in Siberia, ofall foreigners coming under the 
decree of expulsion, if their own country 
refuses to receive them. The measure will 
chiefly affect Jews and Poles. 


GENERAL FOREIGN. 


MEETING OF THE NATIONAL FEDERATION AT 
DUBLIN—THE CUBAN TREATY. 

Dom, Sept. 23.—A meeting of the Na- 
tional Federation was held in thiscity to-day, 
at which Mr. Justin McCarthy presided. In 
addressing the members of the Federation, 
Mr. McCarthy said that the section of the 
Irish Parllamentary party, of which 
be was the leader, had virtually won 
a victory over that section which 
acknowledged Mr. Parnell as its head. In 
order that this advantage might be followed 
up and home rule for Ireland be made an 
established fact it was necessary that fund 
be raised to meet the expenses of the party, 
McCarthy announced his intention 
to issue an appealto both the people of Ire- 
land and Irish-Americans to subscribe to 
such a fund. 


THE CUBAN TREATY. > 
OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 2.—A return, 
brought down yesterday, on the subject 
of the treaty recently concluded be- 
tween the United States and Cuba. 
The tenor of the correspondence 
is whether the said treaty 
differentiates against Canada. The conclu- 
sion reached is that Canadian trade will un- 
der the existing commercial connection be- 
tween Great Britainand spain enjoy, until 
the goth of June, 1892, advantages of a similar 
kind to those accorded by Spain to the United 
States arrangement referred to. 


THE HONDURAS ELECTION. 
NEw ORLEANS, La., Sept. 23.—News is just 
received here of the election of Gen. Leiva as 
President of Spanish Honduras by a vote of 
to I over Gen. Bonillo. Gen. Leiva was sup- 
ported by Gen. Bogran, the present incum- 
bent. 


STANLEY TO RESIGN. 
BERLIN, Sept. 28.—The object of Henry M. 
Stanley’s visit to the King of the Belgians is 
to resign his position as Governor of the 
Congo State. The post has been declined by 
a German officer of Colonial experience now 
in Africa. 


THE ITALIAN CABINET TROUBLE. 
Rome, Sept. 28.—The trouble in the Cabinet 
is increasing in consequence of dissension 
over the fresh taxes. The War Minister pro- 
jects a levy of exempted men.

GET PROMOTED 


A Charge That “Suspect” Lady 
Teachers Have a Pull. 


Ex-Director Hogan’s Experience in the 
School Board. 


HE SAYS THAT SCANDALOUS STORIES 
APPARENTLY BENEFIT TEACHERS. 


Supt. Long Befuses to Discuss the Charge 
That He Suppressed Sworn Evidence 
Against a Lady Teacher—Director 
Barstow on the School Board’s Position 
—No Official Bepudiation of the Secret 
Service System—Two Interesting Let- 


ters. 


The proposed Senooi Board secret service 
system is causing a lively scurrying about of 
School Board officers at present, and direct- 
ors are now being flooded with ‘*explana- 
tions“ and apologies. The proposition to 
‘*shadow’’ lady teachers of the public schools 
on occasion, advanced by President Miller 
and Supt. Long, met with such instantaneous 
and pronounced public condemnation that 
those gentlemen, ever since the publication 
of their views inthe SUN Dar PosTt-DIsPaTcH, 
have been trying every possible means of 
squaring themselves and of retreating from 
such a disastrous position. The result of 
their work in this direction is causing some 
peculiar contradictions and complications. 

Yesterday was the regular meeting day of 
the Teachers Committee of the school 
Board. Before the hour for the meeting ar- 
rived Supt. Long called on Director Chas. W. 
Barstow, Chairman of the Teachers’ Com- 
mittee, and hada long conference with that 
gentleman. The object of the conference 
was apparently an explanation which should 
prevent the School Board taking any sud den 
action in the matter in deference to the 
storm of popular indignation which has 
arisen against the projectors of the secret 


service idea. Supt. Long ‘‘explained’’ to 
Mr. Barstow that he had never thought of 


espionage’’ over lady teachers of the public 
schools; that he had expressed himself as 
favoring the employment of a detective on 
occasions owifhg to facts that contained no 
refiection upon the lady teachers, and that 
he should not be judged on the issue as it 
stands at present. His explanation“ failed 
to ‘‘explain’’ the admissions made in his 
own letter, however, and Director Barstow 
to-day spoke to a Posr-DisPpatcu reporter in 
the most unqualified terms of condemnation 
of the secret service idea as expounded by its 
two supporters. 

The School Board can take no action in 
the matter, said Director Barstow, for 
the reason that the secret service system ex- 
ists only inthe minds of those two gentle- 
men, and we cannot hold an official respon- 
sible for his private opinion. But the propo- 
sition meets with the most indignant repudi- 
ation from the School Board as a body.’ 

SUPT. LONG REFUSES TO TALK. 

After having seen Mr. Barstow Supt. Long 
returned to his office, evidently determined 
to bar out reporters of the PosT-DISPATCH 
from his confidence from that time hence- 
forth. Not even on important matters that 
could be explained only by himself would 
he consent to talk, and his refusal to do so 
was marked bya decisive gruffness which 
emphasized his determination. The Post- 
DISPATCH naturally wanted from Supt. Lon 
an answer to the story told by a school Boar 
Director that charges made against a certain 
lady teacher of the publie schools, and sup- 
posved by sworn affidavits, had been pigeon- 

oled in Supt. Long’s desk, never investi- 
gated, and never reported to the Teachers 
Committee. Supt. ne was first seen on 
this subject yesterday afternoon just before 
the meeting of the Teachers Committee. 

‘*‘I have nothing tosay to reporters,’’ he 
said shortly. ‘‘Besides,Ilamtoo busy. No, 
I cannot talk to you. 

Agaih this morning was the Superintend- 
ent of the Public Schools seen. 

„Mr. Long, the Post-DisPaTcn would like 
tohave your explanation of that story,’’ 
said the reporter. ‘‘*it is charged that al- 
though the complaint against the lady 
teacher was supported by sworn testimony, 
itnever receiv any attention from you 
and that you never reported itto the boar 
or the Teachers Committee.’’ 

1 have nothing to say onthe subject, 
came the determined reply. ‘‘I have nothing 
whatever to say to reporters!’’ 

With this position taken by the School Board 
official before whom, it is charged, the sworn 
evidence against a lady teacher was filed, and 
by whom it was 14 — the sto must 
remain as told by the School Board director 
to the Post-DispaTcH. It is a strange con- 
tradiction of policy for an official who be- 
lieves that detectives should be employed to 


who yet ignores a direct charge accompanied 
by sworn testimony. 

EX-DIRECTOR HOGAN’S STARTLING CHARGE. 

It is in fact a contradiction which has 
aroused a former director in the School Board 
to make a startling statement. 

The gentleman in question is Mr. Robt. G. 
Hogan, who is connected with the wholesale 
tea house of Thos. , wood, at No. 812 
North Main street. Untiltwo years ago Mr. 
Hogan was a member of the School Board, 
and wasonthe Teachers Committee. He is 
a well-known and highly-esteemed youn 
business man, and was exceeding carefu 
in making a statement, the Breve significance 
of which he fully recognized. 

This pro tion to establish a secret ser- 
vice system to spy upon lady teachers is 
outrageous, because it reflects upon the 
entire corps of 1,00 lady teachers in the 

ublic schools of St. Louis, said Mr. Hogan

School Board needs only toinvestigate and

IMPORTANT OPINION OF ARCHBISHOP 
CORRIGAN’S SECRETARY. 


The Relationship of the Church Toward 
the Odd Fellows Organization Dis- 
cussed by Vicar-General Brady, Chan- 
cellor Van der Sanden and Others—The 
Grounds for Catholic Opposition.

For some time the Trades 
and Labor Union has been desirous of having 
the stonemasons, bricklayers and a few other 
strong local unions affiliate with them. Be. 
ing in a position not requiring aid the unions 
referred to held aloof. Finally the union of 
stonemasons now known as 5,469, A. F. of I.. 
attached themselves with the Trades and 
Labor Union. In sending out the invitations 
for the Labor Day parade the local order of 
stonemasons, some 600 strong, were invited 
to take part and accepted upon condition 
that the American Federation branch be not 
allowed to march, for reasons hereafter set 
forth. 

Grand Marshal De Vaux granted the re- 
quest and was sustained by a vote of the 
delegates of the ‘trades and Labor Union.

THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


No Foreigners Permitted to Witness the 
Maneuvers in Poland. 


, 


Troops on Short Rations—The Westward 
Movement Watched by Germany— 
Spain Will Not Join the Franoo-Rus- 
sian Alliance—Effect of New Passport 
Regulations in Alsace-Lorraine. 


Lorpor, Sept. [28.—Gen. Mirkovitch, who 
is in command of the Fifteenth Army corps 
at Warsaw, and is in charge of the Russian 
Army maneuvers in Poland, has issued an 
order for the immediate arrest of any person 
endeavring to witness the maneuvers with- 
outa passport from himself and he is said to 
be under strict instructions to Keep out all 
foreigners and newspaper correspondents. 
The behavior of the Russian troops under 
the freiof smokeless powder, about which 
doch curiosity is felt in military circles, is 
therefore, not likely to be known. The Rus- 
sian Government is straining every nerve to 
keep the army sufficiently supplied with 
food, and thereby prevent discontent among 
the troops. It is said that the garrison at 
Khartoff was on half rations during ten days 
of the month in consequence of a failure of 
the supply department to doits duty. The 
responsible officer was degraded in rank. 

An Odessa correspondent telegraphs his 
paper: The Russian Government has ordered 
twenty engines and 585 carriages for trans- 
portation purposes on the Warsaw line. 

The Berlin Xreuteer Zeitung, in a warning 
article on the westward movements of the 
Russian troops, says: The cavalry depots on 
the German frontier are three times as 
strong as formerly, and new depots are be- 
ing forwarded, Such measures speak for 
themselves. 

The Russian press advocate neutrality on 
the part of Russia in the Chinese rioting 
question. The Novoe Vremya urges the Gov- 
ment to take advantage of the disturbed con- 
dition of affairs to strengthen her position in 
the extreme East. 

The report that Spain contemplates joining 
Russia and France in their entente against 
the rest of the world is semi-oficially denied 
at Madrid. 


THE PASSPORT DECREE. 


ITS PROMULGATION MEANT TO STILL THE AGITA- 
TION OVER THE ERFURT SPEECH. 

Lorpow, Sept. 23.—Berlin advices say that 
the promulgation of the Alsace-Lorraine 
passport decree has produced an easier feel- 
ing in commercial circles here, quieting the 
vague war alarms caused by the Emperor’s 
vehement speech at Erfurt. 

The North German Gazette, referring to the 
relaxation of the passport regulations in 
Alsace-Lorraine, says that taking this step 
at the present time is evidence of the con- 
dence that the German Government has in 
the inhabitants of the Reichsland. ‘‘The 
strong feeling of security, that newspaper 
adds, ‘‘prevailing in official circles, in con- 
trast to the nervousness displayed in other 
quarters, ought to confirm the conviction 
that the authorities consider the Reichsland 
consolidated. 

**Naturally no other changes will be made 
m the principles that the Government has 
followed towards the province.’’ 

The Parisian press sees in the incident 
much upon which to base hopes of future 
peace. The Tempe pays a tribute of sincere 
praise tothe authors of what it terms ‘‘the 
peace producing’’ decree regarding the 
Alsace-Lorraine passport regulation. it 
says: Germany thus testifies to the fact 
that the regrouping of the powers does not 
constitute an element of perturbation in 
Europe. Noreason exists for not greeting 
with joy a measure affording such real relief 
in the relations of two great governments.’’ 

La Nation says: ‘‘The maneuver speeches 
of President Carnot and M. De Freycinet gave 
such prominence to the genuine pacific 
spirit actuating France that Germany under- 
stood that she also must make some conces- 
sion in favor of peace. 

La Tiberte comments on the Alsatian pass 
port decree ina vein similar to that of the 
Temps and expresses the hope that it may be 
meant to extenuate the effect of Emperor 
William’s irritating speech at Erfurt. 


GRAND DUKE OF BADEN. 


HIS REPORTED SPEECH NOT CREDITED IN BER- 
LIN—FRENOH OPINION. 

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—In this city the alleged 
speech of the Grand Duke of Baden,in which, 
according to the Diz Nieuveme Stecle of Paris, 
he expressed the belief that the time was 
near ‘‘when Germany must again unsheath 
the sword in defense of her independ.

Editor William C. Bowen met his death by 
his hand. The present proceedings, based on 
a writ of habeas corpus, are held before 
Judge W. W. King of the Forty-fiftn District 
Court. 

At the preliminary investigation in this 
city, held in June last, the story of the shoot- 
ing and the incidents which led up to !t were 
told by witnesses. Bowen was a writer and 
printer, who had passed the best part of his 
life in Southwestern Texas. He had a wife 
and three children and a son nearly grown, 
bly, ago he began the publication of

the er at Cotulla, the seat of La Salle 
County, within fifteen miles of the place 
where he met his death. For some time his 
paper was noted as a reckless exploiter of the 
lawlessness of that section. He was active 
in inducing the Grand-jury of LaSalle County 
to reindict Allee forthe murder of a negro 
porter, Killed on the train two years ago. 
Allee met Bowen in a barber shop of Cotulla, 
cursed him and warned him to keep his 
name outof print. Bowen threw up his 
hands and gaia he was not armed and the 
row ended. In the next week’s issue of 
the Ledger, on the editorial page, appeared a 
column articie in which he said Allee had 
been run out of Goliad County for 
the county’s good; that he was a profes- 
sional cattle thief and desperado; that he 
had bought land in La Salle County, and that 
since the fact had become generally known 
four reputable citizens had come to the Ledger 
office and offered to dispose of their property 
at 60 Cents on the dollar. 
Friends of the two men knew thata killing 
was bound to follow. Bowen was in San 
Antonio two days before his death, and, with 
the customary fatuity of the country editor, 
went to a/pawn shop and purchased a second- 
hand pistol of some unknown brand, for 
which he paid $2.50 and 30 cents for repairs. 
When remonstrated with he said the weapon 
was good enough for him. 
THE TRAGEDY ON THE TRAIN. 
He left San Antonio June 4 over the Inter- 
national & Great Northern Railway. 
At Dilley the train was boarded by Allee. 
It was stated by several witnesses that whon 
Bowen saw his foeman he rested his two 
~hands onthe car seat in front of him and 
opened fire. The bullet flew wide of the 
mark. Allee, whois known as the quickest 
man in this section of Texas, sprang at him, 
grasped his pistol and shot him twice 
through the brain and once through the 
stomach. Bowen’s brother, whois a young 
lawyer, was sitting by him. This .brother 
threw his hand behind him, and his right 
arm was shattered by a bullet from the pistol 
ofa man named Lyons, a cow-puncher in 
Allee’semploy, who had boarded the train 
with him. Lawyer Bowen’s arm has since 
been amputated. 
When the dead editor’s body sank to the 
floor of the car Allee tooka seat near by and 
said to those about him that the affair had 
been forced upon him. He returned to Pear- 
salland gave himself up to the authorities. 
| The scene in the car while the duel was in 
progress was frightful. Women screamed, 
crawled under the seats and fainted. One 
drummer sprang out ofa window and was 
subsequently pickedup. Through the back of 
the seat, just behind the editor, there were 
five bullet holes. A woman with achild in 
her arms had been seated there five minutes 
before the shooting began. 
ALLEE’S RECORD. 
The prisoner, Alfred W. Allee, is a ranch- 
manand wasatthetime of the shooting a 
Deputy United States Marshal. He is a man 
of very quick manner, speaks in alow voice, 
is strictly temperate and very good natured. 
He has a wife and family, and considerable 
money. He has killed four men in the past 
six years, as follows: On the main square in 
Pearsall he killed Frank Rhodes, a young 
stockman; latter on the celebrated Capt. 
Dick,’’ whose true name was Brack Cornett, 
went down under his pistol. Capt. Dick was 
leader of the most numerous and dangerous 
train-robbing gang in the history of Texas, 
and at the time of his death every officer in 
the State was looking for him. Later still 
Allee became involved in an altercation with 
a ne porter on the International & Great 
Northern train, and the porter paid the 
benalty. The case is still pending. 
Bowen was a member of the Texas Press 
Association and was well acquainted with 
every newspaper man of prominence in the 
State. He was singularly regardiess of his 
life, and hobnobbed with the six-shooter men 
oF the Grande as though a past master 
Of the craft. About a year ago he attempted 
to commit suicide by poison on account of 
the alle unfaithfuiness of his wife. Since 
then he been more reckless than ever. 
is starting out tomake a stron
